INBAU, Alaska, Aug. 2%, via Seattle, 
Wash., Aug. 80.—Three thousand desperate 
imen are hopelessly stalled on Skagua trail. 
The crush of men and horses and the bad- 
mess of the path have closed it. The rain 
has begun, the mud is deep and the jagged 
hill rocks that break horses’ legs and the 
fown-éloping bench rocks that slide them 
over into the valley are now too dangerous 
to even attempt. 

The Post-Dispatch Intends to remove 
them, I expect to return from Juneau to- 
hight with blasting powder, drills and 
fledges enough to blow out the dangerous 
lodges in two days. 

It is not an easy task. There are five very 
tad places on the trail, Yesterday nine 
horses were killed. The day before it was 
ten, 

It will take the eiges of 400 axes to drop 
whnough trees into the intervening mud to 
gomiuroy it. There are axes enough and 
gnen enough for this. There are also plenty 
of old-timers who know how to handle 
@rill and etriking hammer. Rut there are no 
. fock-removing tools, and there has been no 
systematic organization nor management. 
| WVithout all these Skagua Pass is an impos- 
pibility. 

Three thousand disappointed men will eat 
their precious food in useless idleness this 
pide of the Klondike. Other thousands, who 
expect to sledge the trail this winter will 
bring up short between rooks and those that 
Go not skimp through to Dawson City’s 
@tores will learn the hungry truth of the 
company's frank statement to the Post-Dis- 
patch a month ago, that “by using our 
every facility we can barely feed the men 
how living in the Klondike region.” 

Twenty dollars a day wages can buy noth- 
fing if there is nothing to buy. It is now 
too late to prevent suffering, and perhaps 
real starvation, along the Yukon clear down 
into Dawson this winter. It is too late for 
enough work to be put upon Skagua trail 

to make it serve to carry all the many thou- 

sands over to the lakes, with each his hun- 
| dred-weight of outfit, early enough to avoid 
: winter. But hundreds of fully supplied men 

can be got safely across. Much hunger can 
be cuarded against and some lives saved, by 
wigorous and instant action. 


This the Post-Dispatch proposes. It will 
provide the materials and superintendence 
for any number of men who can help them- 
gcives and do it to the best advantage. 

It is a shameful thing, and it is the sur- 
prising truth that the thousands of really 
guperior, intelligent gold seekers here have 
been utterly lacking in the great American 
faculty of getting together. Had they unit- 
ed in putting a few days’ muscle into cor- 
G@uroy half of them, perhaps 2,000, would 
now be building boats at the head of Lake 
Rennett. They did not, and only six out- 
fite have crossed. Now they are stalled be- 
cause of the selfishness of all and the in- 
experience of many. 

The Post-Dispatch's enterprise {s already 
receiving strong support.

generally informed men will know exactly 


when to stop packing and take out thelr 
axes. 

There are men who have gone half crazy 

from unaccustomed toll and mental anguish. 
With whipoord neck tendons they strain 
along with set jaws and staring eyes. In 
all previous attempts to close the trail so 
that work might be done on !{t men such 
as these and the general tough characters 
have rendered naught the feeble efforts of 
repairers, although warned by notices to 
stop. A thousand proclamations would not 
keep one such single individual from pass- 
ing along, but blasting powder will. 
The Post-Dispatch representative wil] keep 
accurate lists of those who aid in making 
this permanent and short cut to the Klon- 
dike for themselves and those after them. 
These lists will contain the names o? al) 
who ¢ross the trail. ’ 


A Post-Dispatch headquarters its to be es- 
tablished at the junction of Dyea and Ska- 
gua trails. The names will be taken and 
the dates on which they start from the 
lakes. Friends and relatives can then know 
that the worst is passed and will be able 
to estémate closely the probable arrival of 
letters. 

If there is any American pluck and any 
American sense left among the struggling 
men up Skagua trail the opportunity given 
them to help themselves will be eagerly 
seized and used. 

If not the Post-Dispatch will have spent 
some thousands in a worthy attempt to pre- 
vent suffering. 

The Alaska Treadwell Gold Mining Co.'s 
superintendent, W. P. Corbus, has kindly 
allowed the Post-Dispatch to buy its first 
ton of dynamite at reasonable rates from 
the company’s mammoth magazines, He 
also promises whatever tools can be spared 
to ald in getting the congested thousands 
over the Skagua Pass into the golden tIn- 
terior.

LABOR LEADERS BISCUSS THE 
BiG STRIKE OF COAL MINERS 


Convention in Masonic Temple to Devise Plans for 
Forcing Mine Operators Into a Settlement 
With the Miners, . 


STRIKERS ON THE VERGE OF STARVATION. 


It Is Not Unlikely That a General Strike of All Union Labor 
May Result—Talks With Debs, Sovereign, 
Gompers and Others. 
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St. Louis, Aug. 80, 1897.

A conference and mass convention of na- 
tional labor leaders assembléd at Masonic 
Temple Monday morning. 

It is held for the purpose of devising a 
plan by which the strike of the coal miners 
throughout the country may be brought to 
a@ epeedy and successful termination. 

In accordance with a call issued last week 
from Pittsburg, this convention brought to- 
gether in St. Louis all the chieftains of the 
allied labor organizations, the men author- 
ized to represent the industrial societies in 
matters of consultation, 

The object of the convention, as declared 
in the call, ig to extend aid to euffering, 
stricken miners of the county, but none of 
the labor leaders present are willing to 
vouchsafe an opinion on the question of 
how it shall be done. The first inference 
ig that provision will be made for assess- 
ments upon all the trade and labor organt- 
zations to support the miners and thelr 
families. This is the usual mode of pro- 
cedure, 

But there are rumors of even more active 
help than this. One is the suggestion of a 
sympathetic strike, which does not appear 
to have many followers. Another is to mass 
the unemployed at Pitteburg and make a 
peaceful] demonstration there. Still another 
is to appeal to the railroad companies not 
to transport coal from mines worked by 
non-union men. In any event, there will 
be promulgated a set of resolutions at once 
emphatic and interesting. 

The leaders evidently came here without 
any fixed programme, if their own declara- 
tions are true, and they simply await an 
interchange of opinion. The brief morning 
session failed to develop unanimity of sen- 
timent, there being a large section present 
who think no good can be accomplished by 
the conference, and another section seem- 
ingly afraid to take an advanced position. 


Chairman Prescott, on being asked what 
the convention expected to accomplish, 
said: “I do not know. If I did I would 
syndicate my information and sell it to the 
newspapers.” 

The convention has one woman delegate 
in the person of ‘Mother’ Mary Jones of 
Chicago, who represents the Social Demooc- 
racy ofthatcity. Her ruddy face and quick 
movements contrast strangely with her 
snow-white hair. She is said to be some- 
thing of an orator. 

When the convention is over, Mr. Sover- 
eign will go to Galveston and Mr. Mahone 
to Houston, Tex., to attend labor demon- 
strations.

Union, with prominent delegates from every 
section and every industry of the country, 
were present and participated in the re- 
markable assemblage. 

It is said that a proposition ts to be pre- 
sented at the convention to mobilize the 
army of unemployed of the country in the 
vicinity of Pittsburg, in the event of a dea- 
termined effort on the part of the opera- 
tors to start the mines with imported labor. 
It is understood that an appeal will first 
be made to the railroad men of the coun- 
try, mot as organizations, but as indi- 
viduals, to not handle coal dug at non- 
union mines. If this faila, then the mobi- 
lizing in Pittsburg will be considered. 

Before the convention met reporters of 
the Post-Dispatch interviewed a number of 
the more prominent leaders and obtained 
from them statements as to the conditions 
and purposes of the present gathering. 


“TI take the ground,” sald Eugene V. Debs, 
“that if this great army of starving min- 
ers is suffered to be crushed and their fami- 
lies made to feel the tortures of hunger, 
the country cannot escape the penalty. A 
nation cannot commit a crime any more 
than an individual can and escape the con- 
sequences.”’ 

Mr. Debs is a serious-looking man and 
talks rapidly and well. He is tall, loose- 
jointed, clean-shaven and was dressed in 
gray. In general appearance he bears a 
striking resemblanoe to the late Eugene 
Field, except the eyes. The gentle poet had 
large, innocent, wondering orbs, while Debs’ 
eyes are small, clearer and more sparkling. 
He has, too, a large jaw and a noticeably 
protruding chin. His gold-rimmed spectacies 
and round head give to him a show of in- 
tellectuality that is not entirely unwar- 
ranted, 

Debs is @ crusader. He comes here as a 
representative of the miners, in whose be- 
half he has recently made speeches through 
West Virginia. He was asked the direct 
question: 

“Is it your opinion that a sympathetie 
atrike should be ordered?’ 

He answered quickly: “Any way is © 
good way to keep these miners from dying. 
Eight thousand families in Indiana are act- 
ually in a etate of starvation. Official re- 
ports to the Governor prove this to be a 
fact, and Gov. Mounts himself testifies that 
he saw a child die from the results of hun- 
ger. 

“In West Virginia, perhaps, this awful 
condition of affairs is most noticeable. 
There the labor is very largely foreign-born. 
It is an ignorant, helpless, hopeless lot of 
people. They don’t know what a atrike 
meeans, They don’t know anything about 
wages, and they never see any money from 
year’s beginning to year’s end. They live 
in kennels around the mines. They are paid 
from 18 to % cents a ton for mining coal. 
At the end of the month a statement is 
made out to each of them, showing how 
much they have produced—in which they 
are egregiously cheated—and how much 
they have been compelled to buy on credit 
at the company’s store. Of course the 
etatement brings them in debt to the com- 
pany, since their average accredited wages 
is only 42 centsa day. They begin the next 
month in debt, and the ensuing months 
deeper in debt. And Uke Tennyson's brook, 
it goes on forever.

“Il am oppos to this sympathetic strike 
business and so are the unions. Make a 
note of the fact that Mr. Gompers, presi- 
dent of the Federation of Labor, is not 
here; neither is P. J. McGuire or James 
Duncan. O'Connell is here only because 
he has other business in St. Louls. 

“Of the unions not representéd there are 
all those of the railroads—the engineers, the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, ‘the 
Railroad Trainmen and the Order of Rail- 
road Conductors. 
“There is no representation from the 
bricklayers, cigarmakers, carpenters, stone- 
culters, hod-carriers, tailors, iron workers, 
amalgamators, metal workers, or sailors. 

“All this is significant that the unions 
apprehended the movement could be for no 
other purpose than to organize a sympa- 
thetic strike, and they were opposed to it. 

“I am in favor of financial aid to the 
striking miners, and that we can extend to 
them, but a general strike would be dis- 
astrous to all concerned at this time.’’

Friday night Blake’s train was east- 
bound and was running through Arkansas. 
During the early portion of the night Blake 
trouble with tramps 
stealing rides on his train and he thought 
he had put all of them off. 

Shortly after midnight Blake discovered 
two tramps in a car of apples. He ordered 
them out of the car and told them to leave 
the train whenever it slowed up. The car 
of apples in which he found the tramps 
was about the middle of the train. 

As Blake turned to walk to the caboose 
in the rear the larger of the two tramps 
fired three shots at him. The first shot 
struck him in the knee. Blake was un- 
armed and could not return the volley. 

Staggering from his wound he managed 
to crawl] over the tops of three cars. He 
could go no farther. He threw himself 
down on the top of the car and called for 
help. No one heard him. It was a black 
night and neither the engineer from the 
cab nor the conductor from the caboose 
could see him. 

For thirty minutes Blake held on to the 
top of the car, all the time suffering great- 
ly from pain and expecting every minute 
to fall off. At Greenland, Ark., the train 
slowed up. The brakeman’s signals were 
not seen. The train was stopped and the 
conductor searched for Blake. He found 
him on top of the car. 

In Greenland a country doctor probed for 
the ball. He couldn't find it. Blake con- 
cluded to come to St. Louis for surgical at- 
tention. He arrived on the Frisco passenger 
train Monday morning and from Union Sta- 
tion he was carried to the Alexian Brothers’ 
Hospital. 

There the wound was again probed, /but 
the bullet was not located. It is feared 
blood poisoning will set in, and that the re- 
sults will be serious. It will be several days 
before the extent of his wound can be de- 
termined.

Wharf Commissioner Stone Has Plans 
for a Work-house Addition, 


Wharf Commissioner Stone, who is Chair- 
man of the Board of Public Improvements 
Committee on Public Institutions, is haying 
plans prepared for an addition to the Work- 
house. 

The new building is to be sufficient to ac- 


commodate 100 prisoners and contain twelve 
cells. The building will cost about $3,600. 
The one obstacle in Chairman Stone’s way 
is that Comptroller Sturgeon has failed so 
far to find the necessary $3,000. 

Chairman Stone thinks the new addition 
could be ready for use by next January. 
The necessity for enlargement of the Work- 
house and better sanitary conditions there 
have long been acknowledged. Only last 
week nearly one hundred prisoners were 
released before the expiration of their sen- 
tences, because of the overcrowded condi- 
tion of the institution. 

The Charity Commissoners have insisted 
that the buildings be enlarged and the gov- 
ernment of the place reformed generally.

House of Delegates Committee on Leg- 
islation Hears What Interested 
Parties Have to Say. 


The legislation committee of the House of 
Delegates gave a public hearing Monday 
on the bicycle bills. The opponents of the 
Post-Dispatch bill, the only clean-out bi- 
cycle measure before the Assembly, have 
sought to obscure the issue by having bills 
introduced to include all vehicles; in other 
words, to put .drays and sand carts on the 
Same basis as bicycles. They realized that 
their omnibus bill went too far, 

Henry V.. Lucas, speaking for the wheel- 
men, said the ordinance introduced by Mr. 
Wittenberg at his request went too far 
and that he would ask that the bill be 
amended so as to embrace only pleasure 
vehicles and delivery wagons carrying 1,000 
pounds or less. 

W. W. Butler and H. 
agreed with Mr. Lucas. 

J. C. O’Brien, president of the Team 
Owners Association, said he was glad to 
see that the bicyclists were willing to aban- 
don the idea of applying the bill to heavy 
hauling. It was for that class of teamsters 
that he spoke. He thought the ordinance 
would be hard to enforce, and if it con- 
tained any restrictions on the heavy dray- 
age further than is now provided by law 
his association would fight the measure. 
He thought the bill would prove a hardship 
on delivery men, and that in so far as it 
provided for ‘‘a moderate speed’’ it meant 
nothing. As his association was not to be 
included he had no further interest in the 
matter. 

Mr. Lucas said a moderate rate of speed 
was what was now provided by ordinance. 
He contended that to fix eight miles or ten 
miles an hour would be a hardship and 
unfair. 

It would be a moderate rate on Lindell 
boulevard, but such a speed on Broadway 
would be reckless. 

City Counselor Marshall was called in at 
the request of Chairman Madera and Mr. 
Murrell of the committee. 

He said the first paragraph of the Wit- 
tenberg bill, providing for ‘‘a moderate rate 
of speed,’’ made the whole bill worthless. 

‘‘A moderate rate of speed,’’ said he, 
“means nothing. You have got to specify 
the speed at which vehicles shall run.” 

Mr. Butler asked if it would be legal to 
limit the speed by districte. He suggested 
eight miles east of Jefferson avenue, and 
ten or twelve miles west of that line as 
about right. 

Chairman Madera thought it would he 
a good thing if the City Counselor would 
draw up a substitute bill covering all the 
essential points in the several bills gub- 
mitted. 

Mr. Marshall said he would do this, and 
have it ready by next Friday.

BUILED IN A VAT. 


The Luetgert Jury Will Wit. = 
ness a Gruesome Sight at 4 
the Sausage Factory. | 


IMPORTANT TEST TO BE MADE, 


THE DEFENSE CLAIMS IT WILL 
COMPLETELY UPSET THE CON- 
TENTION OF THE STATE. 


SATISFIED WITH CONDITIONS. 


The Prisoner Discusses the Trial, the 
Jury and the Lawyers and De- 
clares His Confi- 
dence,

CHICAGO, Aug. 30.—The trial of Adolph 
Luetgert for the murder of his wife began 
in earnest today, the preliminary work of 
securing a jury having been completed, 
Long befére the case was called the corrt- 
dors of the court building were thronged 
with people anxious to gain admittance. 

Contrary to the expectation of the State, 
the jury will be asked by the defense to 
witness an experiment in the vat in the 
basement of the sausage factory. This is 
to be the result of an experiment conducted 
by Luetgert’s attorneys Saturday and yes- 
terday. 

The body of a man, of about Mrs. Luet- 
gert’s age and weight, who met his death 
by violence Thursday, was taken to the fac- 
tory at #1 Diversey avenue and immersed 
In a solution of caustic potash. The result 
exceeded their expectations. The experts 
reported that after boiling the body in a 
15 per cent solution of the potash for the 
same length of time, three and one-half 


hours, and under the same circumatances 
as the State alleges Luetgert disintegrated 
the body of his wife, the complete skeleton 
of the cadaver remained intact, and that 
the solution had had but little effect on the 
clothing. 


As a result of the test, the defense will, 
it is said, ask Judge Tuthil!l to remove his 
court and the jury to the basement of the 
big sausage factory for a few houra and 
Witness another experiment, which the de- 
fense claims will completely disprove the 
State's theory of disintegration, 


Luetgert said to-day that he Is satisfied 
with the jury. 

“Iam content with the result of the first 
week of the case, and haven't a 7. a 
to make of anything or anybody. am 
confident of the worth of the jury, for I 
etudied every man in it. I am willing to 
Place my life in their hands, for I myself 
picked them out. Right here from behind 
the bars I am engineering my own case 
and when I say that I am satisfied it 
means that the defense is satisfied.” 

“At the rate the trial has progressed this 
week, how long do you think it will last?’ 
Luetgert smiled, rubbed hie hands t 
gether for a moment, and then proceeded: 
‘The public,” he said, “is all wrong on the 
estimate of time the trial will take. At 
the very most it is now a third over. In @ 
trial as notorious as this the picking of the 
ury is d to take as long as any part 
of the trial. Two days this week were 
ractically lost, and the jury was really se- 
ected in four days. I will give the ate 
a week to make out its case. In the way 
of witnesses the defense has not much to 
offer. It does not need more than two or 

three d for that. 

“We will be fighting our battle with the 
State's own witnesses, and when we get 
through, without having had to offer much 
testimony ourselves, we will have pulled 
the supports away from the prosecution's 
whole case. We will crush them under 
themselves. Bah! for what they call their 
scientific proof. They can prove nothing : 
with their professors that will hurt me in 
the least.” | 
Then he turned to another phase of the 
matters that had interested him during the 
week, the kind of interest the public waa 
taking in him. “I don't care so, much 
whether a man believes me gullty or inno. 
cent, for he has a right to his opinions, but 
I get angry when a man eays things about 
me when he either knows nothing or Is 
speaking falsely for a purpose."

This they found in a 
measure on Sophia Island, some distance 
away, but the ravages of fever and hunger 
had made too deep inroads on the consti- 
tutions of some of the men, and one by one 
they dropped off. Capt. Jaeger was the 
first to go, and scarcely had his body been 


buried in the sand on the 
cunts Schema d beach before the 
Then the carpenter died, and the few men 
left found themeéelves without a leader.

A race war for possession of a base ball 
Beli tn Chouteau place resulted Sunday 
evening tn the etoning of a Catholic priest 
&@nd the injury of a dosen persons. The riot 
was etopped after the arrival of a patrol 
Wagon loaded with officers. 

Rev. Fr. Joseph T. Shrelds of St. Mat- 
thew’s Church, Kennerly avenue and Sarah 
etreet, fred four shots at the blacks, but 
@ays the revolver was loaded with blank 
oartridges. COne of the blacks shot once at 
dim. 

Weeet Chouteau place is Elleardville, 
@n old eettiement populated mostly by ne- 
gKroas. Since 1 white people began the 
gettlement of Chouteau place and vicinity, 
hard feeling between the races hag existed. 


About a year ago a band of white men 
Were chased across the prairies by a mob 
of blacks and the stones from the colored 
forces broke nearly every window in St. 
Matthew’s Church. 

Bunday afternoon the Hellrung & Grimm 
baseball! team was to play the young men 
of St. Matthew's parish on the latter's 
grounds at Natural Bridge road and New- 
alead avenue. Vhen- the teams arrived a 
number of negroes were using the grounds. 
They were ordered off, out they did not 
leave until blows had been struck and they 
had been worsted. 

After the game—about 6:30 p. m.—while 
the baseball teams were on their way home. 
they were surprised at St. Louis and Gooda 
avenues by a mob of about thirty negroes 
who began throwing stones at them. 

The white men retreated east on St. Louis 
avenue, but stopped occasionally to throw 
Stones at the enemy. 

At Maffitt avenue and Sarah street the 
white men made a stand, and for fifteen 
minutes stones flew from both sides. 

John Dalton of Twenty-third street and 
Cass avenue was struck on the back by 
fa stone and made helpless. He was taken 
home by a friend. William ©’Farrel was 
étruck on the right knee, receiving a slight 
injur John PP. Wolff, a grocer, 24% North 

rah street, attempted to drive his ~¥igon 
through the crowd of negroes, but was re- 
pulsed. He was bruised about the should- 
ers. 

Many of the stones thrown by the negroes 
truck the priest's residence, which adjoins 
the church. Recalling the breaking of the 
church windows a year before, Fr. Shields 
6allied forth with a revolver to protect the 
property. 

“Bome time ago,” said Fr. Shields Mon- 

y, “My parish gave an entertainment in 
which there was a play calling for the use 
of blank cariridges, I had a lot of these 
cartridges left and, putting them in a re- 
Voiver, 1 placed the weapon under my cas- 
Bock and went out in the yard. Ry this 
time the whites had been forced back until 
they were in front of my house, while the 
biacks were fifty yards north on Sarah 
Street.

Asked for Mr. Tebbetts’ Pill and 
Worked Off the Gray China 


Co.’s Check. 


That check for $119, given the R. B. Gray 
China Company, by a smooth swindler Fri- 
day, has turned up. 

It made its appearance through the clear- 
ing house. Then another swindling story 
was developed. The William Barr Dry Goods 
Company is the victim. 

Friday last a man purporting to come 
from L. B. Tebbetts, passed a forged cheek 
on the R. B. Gray China Company by pay- 
ing Mr. Tebdbetts’ account with the house, 
and getting the firm’s check for $119.15, the 
excess, in return. That afternoon R. B. 
Gray discovered the Tebbetts check was a 
forgery. 

Chief Desmond sent a man to the bank, 
thinking the check would turn up there. 
The young man didn't go in the direction 
of the St. Louls National Bank. He went 
to Barr’s and demanded the bills of L. B. 
Tebbetts of 29 Portland place and W. W. 
Culver of 39 Portland place. 

Mr. Culver'’s account was only § cents. 
that with cash. Mr. 
account was $0. The check 
drawn by the R. B. Gray China Co. here 
came into play. It was drawn in favor of 
T. A. Moore, Mr. Tebbetts’ son-in-law, and 
was for $179.15. The cashier receipted Mr. 
Tebbetta’ bill, the swindler coolly took up 
a pen and forged the name, T. A. Moore, in 
indorsement of the check, pocketed $68.85 in 
cash, and walked out. 

Mr. Gray had stopped payment on his 
check, and all the loss falls on the Willdam 
Barr Dry Goods Co. Mr. Tebbetts’ accounts 
at the dry goods store and at the china 
store remain unpaid, although the Dills 
have been receipted. With all of his forg- 
ing and juggling of the checks the swindler 
realized only $68.85. 

George A. Wright, secretary of the dry 
goods company, and Mr. Gray, think the 
forger is a man famillar with 29 Portland 
place and 89 Portland place, and with the 
doings of the families there. He certainly 
knows where they trade and where they 
keep accounts.

B. BULLOCK ESCAPED DEATH 
NARROWLY. 


SETTLED AN ACCOUNT THERE. | WIRE SCREEN GAVE WAY. 


Telegraph Wires Broke Her Fall and 
Saved Her From Dropping on a 
Granitoid Walk. 


On a cot at the Woman’s Hospital Vio- 
letta Bullock, the 4-year-old daughter of R. 
B. Bullock, a well-known dry goods mer- 
chant, is hovering between life and death. 

While at play Saturday she lurched 
against the screen in a second-story win- 
dow of her home, at 63383 Maple avenue, and 
plunged through to the ground, twenty 
feet below. 

Her escape from instant death was mirac- 
uious. Drs. Cale and Hulbert were sum- 
moned. After washing the wounds and 
learning their extent they decided that an 
operation was necessary. The child was 
removed to the Woman's Hospital and 
three hours after the accident she was on 
the operating table. 

After shaving off her curly hair, the doc- 
tor found. she had been struck on the top 
of her head, a little to the left side. There 
was a big fracture extending from the top 
to the base of the skull From this a num- 
ber of small fractures radiated like a five- 
pointed star. The doctors were obliged to 
remove a great deal of jagged bone and 
cleanse the fissures of the dirt that had en- 
tered when she fell on the ground. 

Drs. Cale and Hulbert say their little pa- 
tient is in a fair way to recover, although 
it is too early yet to pronounce her out of 
danger. 

Mr. Bullock said Monday the little one’s 
life was saved by the telegraph wires that 
run across the rear yard a few feet below 
the second-story window. 

“The child and her mother were in a 
rear room upstairs. Violetta was standing 
in a chair at the window shouting to a 
neighbor's child across the alley. 

“She must have loet her balance, for her 

mother heard her strike the screen and 
turning around gaw her fall out, as it gave 
way. 
“The little one struck the wires bounded 
up, and then «hot out beyond the granitoid 
walk that runs about the house. Her 
brother picked her up just beyond the 
walk. Had she struck the hard surface 
her head would have been split open.”’. 

The child’s mother has been made ill by 
the shock of the distressing accident.

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JUDGE WITHROW TAKES THE 
FAIR GROUNDS BOOKMAKING 
CASE UNDER ADVISEMENT. 


HE HEARD THE ARGUMENTS. 


Will Decide Late in the Week Whether 
Betting at the Track Is 
Legal. 


Shall the Fair Grounds pool-#ellers’ para- 
phernalia be destroyed by order of court? 

This question was argued for three hours 
before Judge Withrow of the Criminal 
Court Monday. 

At the conclusion of the argument Judge 
Withrow said: 

“I will pass on 
Thursday, Friday 


week.” 
The hearing came about through the filing 


of an application by Attorney Charles No- 
land, for a writ of seizure directed against 
all Fair Grounds pool sellers. The point 
made by Attorney Noland was that since 
the property of the down town pool-rooms | 
has been seized and ordered burned, the 
same law should be applied to pool sellers 
wherever found. 

Of course the proceedings Monday against 
the Fair Grounds people came as a direct 
sequel to the raid made on the pool-rooms, 

The court-room was crowded with spec- 


tators., 

Attorneys Charles Noland and Lou Mo- 
Ginniss appeared as counsel for the pool- 
room people. On the other side were Judge 
H. 8S. Priest, Mr. Chester H. Krum and 
Judge Thomas B. Harvey. 

Attorney Noland opened the argument. 

He discussed the Breeders’ law, under 
which the Fair Grounds pool-sellers ope- 
rate, in al] its phases. He declared that in 
the case at issue it Was no paps gee to 
the Fair Grounds; that the selling of pools 
to minors constituted an offense not eshield- 
ed by legiglation. Attorney Noland also at- 
tacked the constitutionality of the Breed- 
ers’ law. 
“But.” said he, “even if the breeders’ 
law is constitutional], there is noth'ng in 
its provisions to license the selling of pools 
to minors. The fixtures and paraphernalia 
are subject to seizure under the general 
gaanbling law.”’ 

Attorney Noland exhibited much interest 
in the cause he represents and he was forc- 
ibly eloquent and at times dramatic. 

His remarks were an elaboration of the 
points covered in his formal Gen for 
a writ of seizure against the Fair Grounds 
pool-sellers. 

Judge Harvey answered Attorney No- 
land in a brief speech. He argued that the 
Breeders’ jaw was clearly constitutional. 

“The legislators who made this law cer- 
tainly knew what they were about,” said 
Judge Harvey, “and we must give them 
credit for knowing something.” 

He called attention to the limiting of !m- 
moral resorts to prescribed districts and in- 
stances to illustrate his point. 

Judge Chester H. Krum followed Judge 
Harvey in supplemental argument against 
the issuance of the writ of seizure. 

“Tt makes no difference, in a legal sense, 
if pools were sold to minors,” Judge Krum 
declared. He then upheld the constitution- 
ality of the breeders’ law. 

Judge H. 8. Priest also spoke against the 
issuance of the seizure writ.
